In connection witb tms, 
and partly in consequence of_it, 
there is an important change going 
on in the mode of management of 
the cattle, a change that will ulti- 
mately be of great benefit. In many 
parts of the West, the day of allow- 
ing the herds of cattle to graze on 
Government land is coming to be a 
thing of the past. 
Large tracts are 


not only purchased, but are being in- 
closed with wire fences, and an ap- 
proach is made to the system of 
grazing on the large farms of more 
thickly- settled states. The days of 
great round ups and of the half- 
civilized "cow boy" are numbered in 
extensive regions in which they were 
lately distinctive features. 
Natu 


rally, the ownership of the land and 
the enclosing it will make efforts to 
improve the character of the stock 
more effective. 
It will be more com- 


mon to provide hay for use in Win- 
ter, when needed. • Improved bulls 
can be purchased with more certainty 
of getting a full return; and, in many 
cases, a much better stock of cows 
and heifers are bought for these in- 
closed ranches than it was counted 
wise to place on the open ranges. 
Large portions of Kansas, Nebraska 
and Texas, which were open range a 
few years ago, are now mainly in- 
closed, and the process is being rap- 
idly continued.— Breeder's Gazette,

States postal note?, authorized at the 
last session of Congress, is now 
ready, and will be put into use on 
Monday, Sept. 3. The engraving 
and printing were done by the Ho- 
mer Lee Bank Note Company, of 
New York, which has some 200^ skill- 
ed artisans employed night and day 
preparing the plates and printing 
the notes. 
Those who have exam 


ined the notes say they are the finest 
ever made by any engraving com- 
pany in this country. 
They are 


printed on pure linen bank note pa 
per, chemically prepared in such a 
manner as not to be affected by the 
action of acids and other agents used 
for removing ink. 
The amounts for 


which the notes are given are punch- 
ed out in dollars, dimes and cents by 
the postmaster issuing them. 
The 


paper is lemon tint, and on the face 
is printed, over the entire surface, 
an underlying tint in gold and brown 
ink. In size they are about the same 
as the United States notes. 
The pa- 


per is water marked, and each note 
contains a fine representation of a 
ribbon formed in the shape of a fig 
ure 8. No one note contains the 
same intact, however, as it is so ar- 
ranged that parts only of each de- 
sign will appear on a single note, 
and by this means the exact position 
on the sheet of paper can be deter- 
mined if necessary. Three printings 
are required for completion. 
The 


body of the note is covered with min- 
iature photographic designs contain 
ing the words "United States Postal 
Note." U. S. P. N. repeated many 
times and so small that at first it 
would not be noticed, but each letter 
is perfect. The upper part of the 
underlying tint, under 
the words 


"Postal Note," is composed of wing- 
ed wheels with a halo running in all 
directions. These notes are designed 
to meet the imperative demand for.a 
small 
denomination currency or 


check order that can safely be trans- 
mitted through the mails without the 
trouble and expense necessary in 
procuring and getting postal orders 
cashed.

A dock Over 150 Years Old oh Exhibi- 


tion m Decatur, 


An interesting relic ot 200 years ago, a 


queer old German hall clock, is on exhi- 
bition at O. E. Curtis & Co's jewelry store. 
It is made of cherry wood, and stands 
fully eight feet high, and if properly em- 
bellished would make a handsome and 
useful ornament for a hall in any commo- 
dious residence. The dial, which is quite 
large, shows the time of day, the day of 
the week, the months of the year, the elif • 
ferent phases of the moon, and there is a 
aoale to indicate the quarters of the moon, 
The clock also has a sweeping second 
hand and the usual minute and hour 
hands. It has ponderous cast iron weights 
and a heavy pendulum, which are hidden 
from view by the wood work. The clock 
will run eight days at a stretch without 
winding up, and is in every respect a cu- 
rious piece of mechanism. It strikes the 
hours on a gong almost loud enough to 
be heard a block away. 


Mr. Curtis purchased the clock recent- 


ly of Mr. Jacob Oakes, who resides in the 
Dunkard settlement near Bement. Mr. 
Oakes states that the old clock was made 
in Holland about 200 years ago, It has 
been an heirloom in his family over 150 
years, his grandfather having brought it 
across the ocean to Pennsylvania. Mr.

Eight Mules Worth I8OO and a W»t*eh 


' caboose Burned. 


from Satoriav'i Datev. 


This moraine soon after four o'clock a 


damaging rear-end collision between two 
Wabftsh freight^ trains occurred on the 
down grade this'side of Wykle's switch, 
four miles west of Decatur on the main 
line of the road. It was caused by a 
locomotive breaking loose from the for- 
ward train. There were two trains enit- 
ward bound; the one ahead waa the fourth 
section of train 24j-'in-oharge of Conduc- 
tor Smith, and the colliding train was the 
first section of train 16, Conductor Joe 
Quimby in charge. The forward train had 
stopped on account of the engine break- 
ing loose, and before the rear freight could 
be flagged, it came down the grade be- 
tween the bridge and switch, running 
into 'the caboose, The headlight of the 
colliding engine No. ""TO, exploded, and 
the burning oil set fire to the caboose. 
The caboose was totally destroyed by fire, 
as was also the tender of 170. There were 
two car-loads of large-sized mules on the 
forward train next to the caboose, and 
eight of the mules were bnrned to death 
before the cars could be detached. The 
loss is estimated at about $4,000. The 
wreck train went out to the scene of the 
collision and by seven o'clock the track 
was cleared. None of the cars, except the 
caboose, were derailed, and but little 
damage was done to the colliding engine. 
There was no lose of life, and no one was 
seriously hurt. The mules came from 
the west and were consigned to parties at 
.Louisville, Ky. Those that escaped cre- 
mation are now at the stock yards in this 
city.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


Another Word to Parents. 


As already announced, the schools will 


re-open on Monday, Sept, 10,1883. The 
new house in the fifth -ward will be ready 
for use, and this will necessitate a new 
division of the pupils. It is hoped that 
all the rooms which were crowded last 
year can be relieved by making a proper 
use oJ 
the two hundred and 
forty 


seats in the new building.. At present, it 
is impossible to tell exactly what should 
be the boundaries of the new districts. 
It will be understood, therefore, that the 
following bonndariea will be changed 
whenever the Board shall be satisfied that 
the best interests of the schools will be 
enhanced thereby: In addition to the pu- 
pils living in the fifth ward, those who 
live in the district bounded on the north 
by the Wabash E. B., on the west by 
Jackson street, and on the south by Prai- 
rie street, will also attend the 5th ward 
school, It is quite probable that it will 
be necessary to extend this district west 
to Franklin street. Pupils living north 
of the "Wabash and East of Church street 
will attend the 1st ward school. Some 
who have heretofore attended the 3d 
ward, will go to the 2d and 4th wards, but 
it is impossible just now to say what 
changes it will be necessary to make. I 
will do all in my power to so arrange 
matters that the little children will be 
kept as near home as possible. Those 
who are over ten ) ears old can attend any 
school that is within a mile of their resi- 
dence. I hope to be able to keep all the 
first and second render children, who live 
north of the Wabusb, and east of the 111. 
Centra1, iu the 1st ward, and thus avoid 
the danger of sending them across the 
Wnbash road. 


I most respectfully ask the assistance 


and kindly forbearance ot parents ami 
pupils in making these changes. I real- 
ize that it will be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to please ail of you, and 
yet do what will certainly be for the best 
interests of the schools. Please do not 
tell me that as there are vacant seats in a 
certain school, that I ought to allow your 
child to remain and occupy ope of them. 
Nearly every room in the city has too 
many seats. No teacher can do justice to 
sixt.s pupils. I propose to do all in my 
power to prevent the over-crowding of 
any mom, even if some must walk a little 
fiirtlie 
1' to reach another school. 


Finally, I will alwaja be glad to talk 


theso matters over with you and to make 
nuy arrangements that may seem to be 
for the best interests of all the pupils 
My ollioe hours will continue to be from 
4:30 to 5:30 p. M., except on Saturday, 
when they will fee from 9:30 to ll:30\t. M.

They pick up plantations 
which can be bought for a trifle of 
their value, and seize upon large un- 
cultivated properties, to hold for fu- 
ture colonizing or clearing up. The 
English idea seems to be that in a 
few years hence the Southern states 
will be the most attractive and prof- 
itable in this country, and they mean 
to take the occasion by the Ioretop 
and anticipate the inevitable. And 
for once they are right. We have' 
all along urged our capitalists to 
turn their attention Southward and 
make investments where, from the 
nature of things, there will be the 
greatest growth within the next 25 
years.

We recorded on Saturday the 


death of the "fattest woman in the 
world," a member and special curi- 
osity of Nathan Cleveland's circus in 
America, who appears to have been 
smothered in bed. 
Miss Conley, 


though the most enormous of her 
sex, weighing as she did 497 pounds, 
fell far short of that prodigy of hu- 
man bulk, the famous Daniel Lam- 
bert, who died in 1809, during Stam- 
ford fair, at the age of 40. Lam- 
bert weighed no less than 52 stone 
11 pounds, that is 739 pounds, or 
close upon half as much again as 
the American lady. 
Daniel Lam- 


bert's coffin with his body could not 
be brought down the stairs of the 
house in which he died, and the wall 
at the sides of the window had to be 
broken away to provide an exit. He 
was 5 feet 11 inches in height, meas- 
ured 9 feet 4 inches around the body, 
and 3 feet 1 inch around the leg. 
He never drank any beverage but 
water, and slept less than eight 
hours per day.

his stoutest, weighed only 26 stone, 
or less than half the weight of Dan- 
iel Lambert.

"Making Bread Dear," published 
in the North American Review, the 
writer says: 


"Dr. Drysdale, of London, at the 


last session of the Social Science 
Congress, pointed out how the death 
rate arose with the scarcity of food.

among the poor it is not thirty. The 
death rate among the children of the 
comfortable classes is eighty, in a 
thousand; among the working peo- 
ple of Manchester and Liverpool 
it is three hundred in a thousand. 
Dr. Farr shows that the death rate 
of England decreases three per" cent, 
when wheat declines two shillings a 
quarter. As food grows dear typhus 
grows plenty. Scarcer bread means 
more crime. An increase of one lar- 
ceny to every hundred thousand in- 
habitants comes with every rise of 
two farthings an the price of wheat 
in Bavaria. The^enemies of the men 
who corner wheat and pork could 
wish for no heavier burden on their 
souls than they should be success 
ful.

manipulation, it is the blood of the 
poor that flowf into the treasury of 
the syndicate.

Last night at 8 o'clock Coroner Ben- 


dure received a telephone message from 
Oasner Station, asking him to come there 
at once and hold an inquest on the body 
of William B. Wilson, aged 22 years, who 
had been found dead in his bed last even- 
ing at dusk, at his father's house in Long 
Greek township, 3J£ miles from the sta- 
tion, with a bullet-hole in his heart. The 
coroner reached the scene of the suicide 
at about 12 o'clock, and found the body 
lying upon the bed undisturbed as it had 
been discovered late in the evening. He 
summoned G. W. Mowry, J. H. Wikoff, 
John Bousman, William H. Lindeey, 
Jamea Wallace and Frank Waudel as 
jurymen. The testimony of William Wil- 
BOD, father of the deceased, Frank Tink- 
ler, the hired hand, and two young wo- 
men was heard. It was to the effect, as 
given by the gentlemen named, that the 
deceased had been afflicted all his life 
with an abscess in the head, which made 
life a burden, and that he had threatened 
on several occasions to kill himself. Tink- 
ler said he and William had started from 
the house early in the morning to go to 
Casner Station where the family was pre- 
paring to reside permanently, and that 
after they had gone some distance Wil- 
liam turned back, stating that he had a 
little work to do at the old home place, 
and that Tinkler should go on to the sta- 
tion. That was the last seen of the young 
•man alive. He was found by the two 
young women in his room dead and they 
at once communicated the startling intel- 
ligence. The following letter found on a 
stand near the bed shows that deceased 
was determined to kill himself: 


THE SUICIDE'S LETTBB. 


DEAR FATHER AND MOTHBB:—I hate to 


write this letter, for I know that it will 
be a stroke that you will hardly be able 
to bear; but I hope you will not let this 
get away with you, for I assure you I will 
be better off in eternity than I am here, 
for I have been a very disobedient son. 
Bat God knows that I have had things 
to contend with that you know but little 
about, much lews the world, end as I 
haven't inuoh longer for this world at the 
beet I have decided to end my sufferings 
by suicide. I want you to kiss Ada and 
Bertie for me, and I hope that they mny 
live and be more useful in the world than 
their uncle Will has ever been. 1 don't 
want you to think that I blame anyone 
with this but myself, for it has been well 
considered and I have decided that this 
is the best thing I can do. Disease has 
caused it all. Pa, there are two bills I 
would ask you to pay this fall, and that 
is all I owe any one. One is to Harry 
Hosteller, Deeatur, and the other to Mr, 
A. Cramer. I will leave my part of the 
property to be disposed of as you may 
see fit, but I am too nervous to write any 
more. Pa, I ask your forgiveness for the 
many sleepless nights that I have caused 
you, and I ask you again to let this stroke 
pass as light as possible. And now to 
father, mother, sisters, brothers and 
friends, I will' bid you all a long fare- 
well and hope that I may meet you all in 
heaven, where there will be no more sor- 
row andi pain. I am your son,

The verdict of the jury WES that Wilson 


had killed himself with a pistol fired by 
his own hand with suicidal 'intent. The 
weapon used was a 32-ealibre Smith & 
Wesson revolver. 
When young Wilson 


left the house in the morning he wore a 
rough suit of clothes. The surroudings 
indicated that when he returned to the 
deserted house (the family were all at the 
station) he deliberately wrote the letter 
given above, took a batb, disrobed and 
put on fresh linen and his best suit of 
clothes. He also put on o clean collar 
ami a white necktie. Then ha laid down 
upon the bed, crossed his legs, placed his 
right hand across his breast, and after 
ripping open his shirt at the left side, he 
placed the muzzle of the revolver to his 
side and with hia left hand sent the bullet 
through, his heart. Death must have re- 
sulted instantly as there was no appear- 
ance that he moved a particle. 


The father of the suicide, William Wil- 


son, is a well-to-do farmer, reputed to be 
worth 5575,000. 
A tow years ago he 


bought a farm of 310 acres in Wheatlnnd 
township and offered to give it to him, 
but the boy refused it saying that all he 
asked of his father was money enough to 
bury him. The farm was then given to 
John Wilson,. William's brother. The 
life of the deceased was manifestly a bur- 
den, and it was only occasionally that he 
seemed to take any interest in social and 
business affairs. His non-appearance at 
the station occasioned no special concern, 
as it was supposed that he had gone to a 
picnic at Shady Grove in Wheatland 
township. 


The remains were taken to Mt. Zion 


to-day for burial. The funeral was con- 
ducted by Bev. N. M. Baker.

Yesterday 
afternoon the papers and money passed 
in the sale by John B. Brown, of the 
Western Indiana road, and others, of 80 
acres of land on the line of the Belt road 
between 
Fifty-ni"!ii 
and 
Sixty-third 


streets. As an inducement to Mr. Ha- 
worth to locate the works which he will 
build at that point, Mr. Brown sold him 
20 acres of the tract for 8250, and the 
owners of the other 60 acres were given 
$500 per acre for their property. After 
the formal transfer took place, Mr. Ha- 
worth with a surveyor and an architect 
went to his new purchase with a view of 
preparing to begin building operations at 
once. The season is now too far advanced 
to allow him to erect all the buildings 
which he intends to put up, but next 
week ground will be broken for a tour- 
story brick building 50x100 feet, tor ma- 
chinery, a large blacksmith shop, a board- 
ing-house for the employes in the works, 
and a number of dwelling houses which 
will be occupied by the foremen and 
others connected with the concern, The 
large building will be used at present for 
manufacturing, but when the main struct- 
ure, which will be built next spring, is 
completed, this building will be devoted 
entirely to storage purposes. Next year 
he will build additional dwellings, aud he 
hopes to sooa have a decidedly respecta- 
ble settlement surrounding the works. 
Mr. Haworth will devote the entire works 
to the manufacture of corn-planters, after 
a new patent. The gentleman has been 
seeking a location for his works abont 
Chicago for some time, and he now thinks 
he has secured one as favorable as there 
is about the city. The Beit-Line road 
will enable him to be in direct communi- 
cation with all the railroads touching 
Chicago without the bother of sending 
his machines to the various freight houses. 
He also promises to do something hand- 
some in the way of improving the prop- 
erty he has purchased.

At 330 o'clock this morning the store 


room in Commercial Block on East Eldo- 
rado street, occupied by Dinneen Sc Doyle 
as a boot and shoe store, was discovered 
to be on fire by Mrs. Yooum, who occu- 
pies apartments over the rear of Doyle & 
Sullivan's saloon. The alarm was given 
and the bells clanged for 20 minutes, the 
steam whistle at SheUabarger & Co.'s 
mill joining in the chorus. The fire oc- 
curred at a time when everybody was, or 
ought to be, sound asleep, and consider- 
able time elapsed before the firemen ar- 
rived. Officer Welty attempted to pull 
Eldorado's hose cart alone to the block, 
anfl had gone part wny when assistance 
arrived. The rear of I)inneen & Doyle's 
shoe store was found to be on fire, and 
the room filled with smoke. By bursting 
in the rear window and then opening the 
back doors, the firemen soon had the fire 
under control, but it was a narrow escape 
from a fearful disaster. The ceiling hod 
burned part way through and a portion 
of the wooden partition was burned out. 
A 826 overcoat belonging to James Dunn, 
a clerk, was burned, and a lot of low 
shoes on the shelves were ruined by the 
blaze and the water thrown upon them. 
The fire was undoubtedly the work of a 
fiendish incendiary, who should be caught 
and hung to the nearest lamp post. The 
fellow had sneaked behind the building, 
opened the wooden shutters, broke in a 
window pane, and then set fire to u lot of 
waste paper in a coal box in one corner 
of the room. Mrs. Yocum says that be- 
fore the crackling of the fire wns heard, 
she was awakened by somebody stepping 
upon the rubbish at tho rear ot the block, 
but she thought nothing of it at the time. 
The damage to the building and goods 
will aggregate about 8500. Dinueen & 
Doyle had their stock insured with Ban-' 
dolph & Gher for $6,000 in three different 
companies. This is the second attempt 
in two months to burn out Dinueen & 
Doyle's store, and also destroy tho block 
of buildings, which is owned by T. T. . 
Roberts, Thomas Doyle, Lew Hurt, Mi- 
chael Troutman and John A. Swearin- 
gen. All the store rooms are occupied by 
merchants, and many families occupy the 
upper rooms. But for the timely discov- 
ery of the fire, the entire block would 
doubtless have been destroyed, and there 
would have been a considerable loss of 
life. 


Mr. Dinneen doesn't care much for the 


damage done. He is troubled in mind to 
think that anyone should thus stab him 
10 the darK, and he cannot imagine who 
the fiendish wretch can be. There is now 
a fine opportunity for some local detec- 
tive to distinguish himself by discovering 
the identity ot the party guilty of this 
diabolical deed.

IN THE SAME PliACE. 


At about 11 o'clock this forenoon, another 
alarm of fire was sounded. It was caused 
by the discovery that the ceiling at Din- 
neen & Doyle's store was on fire. This 
morning early, after the firemen had put 
out the fire, Chief Wayne suggested that 
the wooden ceiling should be torn off and 
water thrown against the joists, but Mr. 
Dinneen thouaht it was not necessary as 
there was then no appearance of the exis- 
tence of fire. But it seems that there 
were s few sparks left hidden away, and 
hence the second alarm. 
No serious 


damage was done this forenoon except by 
water. The fire was wholly extinguished.
